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Kaiser Tells House 


Quiz He Can t Tell 
if He's Rich or Poor 


If Fontana Plant Fails in 


Operation, He Claims 


He'll Be in Red 


Washington, Sept. 25—(AP) — 


Henry J. Kaiser today told a con- 
gressional committee investigat- 
ing his wartime earnings that he 
would favor any system congress 
could develop to take all profits 
out of war. 


It would be helpful, the west 


coast shipbuilder said as he re- 
turned for a third day of ques- 
tioning by the house 
Merchant 


Marine Committee, if 
congress 


could arrange it so no one would 
"make a dime" out of war. 


But, he added, he knows of no 


country that has won a war with- 
out an incentive to production. 


"If you can do it 03' a system 


of soup kitchens to take care of 
all of us, I'll be for it," he said. 
"If you want to put everyone in 
soup kitchens so no one makes a 
' dime, it's up to congress to write 
the laws that way." 


Kaiser has insisted that he made 


no excessive profits out of his 
shipbuilding operations. 
On the 


other hand, he told the committee 
he and his family face a potential 
loss of $13,000,000. 


Chairman 
Bland 
(D-Va) an- 


nounced that the hearings would 
end Friday afternoon to give com- 
mittee members an opportunity to 
return 
home for 
election cam- 


paigning. It may be resumed, he 
said, after the November elec- 
tions.

tions, Kaiser told the committee 
he took charge of the Rheems Con-

ated by the Walsh-Kaiser Com- 
pany and Kaiser testified that the 
Walsh Construction Company and ' 
others besides himself and his af- 
filiates had the controlling in- 
terest.

Label Violence in 


Greece Civil War; 
Take New Measures 


British Troops Prepare to 


Help if Attempts by 


Military Fails 


London. Sept. 25. — fAP) 


Greek and British government of- 
ficials today labelled the mount- 
ing violence in northern Greece 
outright civil war an disclosed 
that stern measures were under 
way to crush the rebellion. 


A British foreign office spokes- 


man said the Greek government 
had given British representatives 
in Athens evidence indicating that 
leftist forces attacking- the gen- 
darmerie in the north were being 
armed from "Yugoslavia and Al- 
bania." He added 
that 
British 


troops in Greere could be called 
upon to act only "in a last re- 
sort," and would not be used un- 
less the Greek government spe- 
cifically requested such aid. 


Greek Premier Constantin Tsal- 


daris said in a Salonika speech 
that the disorders no longer posed 
a question of order but "a ques- 
tion of war," and declared "the 
state will merge victorious by 
using all the means at its dis- 
posal and without any hesitancy 
in taking any measures.'' 


Present Proof 


On the eve of King George ITs 


return to his throne, the Greek 
government presented evidence to 
the British that the forces now 
being opposed by Greek troops 
were being armed "from the out- 
side." the spokesman said. Pressed 
to identify the countries involved, 
the official said they were "Yugo- 
slavia and Albania." he added, 
however, that no units of foreign 
troops were involved, so far as he 
knew. 


"We have no reason to doubt 


the Greek government's evidence," 
he said.

Republican national committee, re- 
sponded in a statement to report- 
ers that 'if we are in as great an 
emergency as Mr. Truman indi- 
cates, whose fault is it?" 


"He and his administration have 


been in power with overwhelming 
majority in both branches of con- 
gress," Reece added. "No leader- 
ship has been in evidence. 
Mr. 


Truman is simply in water over 
his head." 


Mr. Truman 
had pointed 
to 


Reece and two other Republicans 
in voicing his contention of GOP 
"obstruction" and describing the 
Democratic party as "the party of 
progress." 


"I don't see how any voter who 


thinks at all could vote for the 
Reece - Taft - Crawford program," 
the president asserted.
